TRE Rev. Benjamin Waugh, who has 
carried through Parliament the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children Bill, 
has been interviewed, and cites a few 
of the atrocities against child human- 
ity which are daily perpetrated in our 
midst.

He had 
mutilated a little face with his 
fist till it was no human thing. 

A child, thirteen years old, a cripple, 
was found in an attic, where there 
was no fire, though it was a bitter 
day, the room being in such a filthy 
state that it made one witness who 
entered it ill. The child was found 
in a chair, where it had been sittin 
so long tha it was rigid, legs an 
arms fixed, one leg over the 
other ; ankles swollen, body filthy 
and covered with vermin, evidently 
not been washed for weeks. A twelve- 
month before, when she was living 
with an aunt, she weighed nearly 
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70lbs; when found and taken to the 
workhouse, 27. Witnesses proved tha 
though constantly at home, they di 
not know of the existence of the child ; 
one, seeing some mouldy crusts an 
leavings of coffee being taken upstairs, 
“thought they kept a dog.” Others 
proved being there at work all day, 
and joining the stepmother and her 
chil at hot breakfasts and dinners, 
but seeing nothing taken upstairs. 
Another proved hearing the step- 
mother “wish the child was dead.” 
Both father and stepmother were 
committed for trial, and convicted. 
“Tn a room twelve feet square, al- 
most without furniture, and wit 
bare filthy boards, were found seven 
children nearly naked and ‘covered 
with filth, their ages (apparently) 5, 
3, 3, 2, 2, 2 years, and 20 months. 
All were miserably stunted, one 
suffering from bronchitis, one from 
scalp — nag brought on by dirt, 
and four from rickets ; the — 
so weak it had to be carried to the 
workhouse on a pillow. A witness 
described their legs as hanging like 
doll's legs.” The stench in the room 
made strong men ill. The four who 
were the weakest were found to be 
insuted. The man and woman in 
whose charge they were, refused to 
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say anything as to the parentage 
merely mentioning that certain — of 
money were paid with them when 
they came into their possession. One 
of the children died. The man and 
woman are now doing nine months’ 
and two years’ hard labor. 

“T suppose babies are killed by 
slow starvation, Mr. Waugh?” Not 
a bit of it They often die from too 
much food. For instance, I have

The new rifle, with which the German Army is now being armed, is the third which 

s been adopted by the sages at Berlin since the summer of 1871, and each change has 
nvolved an expenditure of £5,500,000. 

The White Star steamer Teutonic, which arrived at Queenstown, April 9th, from New 


York, after a passage of six days four hours, reports passing, on the 6th inst., close to 
wo very large ieebergs. Other incoming vessels report ice unusually far south. 

Toronto, Tuesday, April 8th. —A general strike for higher wages among men employed 
in the building trade is in progress. The stonemasons struck last week, and the brick- 
layers went out yesterday. The laborers have decided to strike to-day. About 2.000 
men altogether will be affected. The men’s demands are endorsed by the International 
Union, and some masters have conceded an advance to their men to induce them to con- 
tinue at work. The carpenters and joiners are expected to strike in a few days. 


Madrid, Tuesday, April 8th.—In connection with the universal demonstration of work- 
men, organized by the German working centres, to be held on the Ist of May throughout 
Europe, elaborate preparations are being made in Catalonia. It is proposed that from 
60,000 to 70,000 men will take part in the demonstration at Barcelona, where they will 
arrive from the chief manufacturing towns. In Catalonia it is proposed that a general 
strike, comprising all industries and trades, should follow the demonstration, the purpose 
being to obtain a reduction of the hours of work. 

Sydney, April 5th.— Severe hurricanes have been experienced in the Paeifio during 
the past month. Their effect appears to have been most disastrous on the coasts of the 
New Hebrides, where several ships were wrecked, including a labor vessel, which ran 
ashore on the island of Mallicallo, five whites and thirty natives being drowned, while 
thirty others, who succeeded in reaching the shore, were massacred by the natives. 

New York, April 8th.—Mr. Slaven, who made a large fortune by conducting dredging 
operations in the Panama Canal, has gone to Egypt with the object, it is reported, of 
maturing a scheme for cutting a canal from the Red Sea to flood the Sahara. 


New York, April 8th.—A despatch received from Burlington, Iowa, states that Pro- 
phetstown, Illinois, has been demolished by a cyclone. The telegram adds that twenty 
freight cars were smashed to atoms, and that many persons were killed. Telegraphic 
communication with the district is destroyed.—Later, April 8th, 10 m.: Confirmation 
has been received here of the disastrous cyclone at Prophetstown, a village of four hun- 
dred inhabitants, situated forty miles from Burlington. The place has been entirely 
destroyed, and between forty and fifty people were reported killed, and a number of 
others injured. 

vnn, April sch. Throughout this afternoon, unemployed artisans and others have 
been assembling in large numbers in an open space near Vienna, used for military par- 
ades, and known as the Schmeiz. About seven o’clock this evening they invaded the 
suburb of Leu Lerhenfell, and when ordered by the police to disperse they replied with 
a volley of stones. The police, unable to cope with the mob, called in the assistance of 
soldiers, Even the military were defied for a time by the rioters. The soldiers found it 
necessary to fire before the crowd could be dispersed, and many persons were wounded. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Friday, April 4th.—The Russian diplomatic presented a Note to 
the Porte, pointing out that Turkey is in arrear with the payments of the Russian war 
indemnity, and that the securities set apart for meeting the payments are insufficient for 
the purpose. The Note, therefore, points out the necessity of settlement. Russia, it 
proceeds, having been informed of Turkey’s intention to raise a new loan, demands that, 
in the event of loan capital being found, the Porte, before applying it to any other pur- 
pose, shall settle its outstanding obligations.

The absurdities to which the world has lent itself from the second century 
of the Christian era, are more conspicuously shown in regard to the doctrine 
of revelation, than to any other principle of the Gospel. To assert that reve- 
lation ceased with John the Revelator, is to admit that the Scriptures are 
false. People would be loth to assert that because bread formed the princi- 
pal sustenance of the early Christians, therefore, bread is unnecessary now. 
Yet we find that this is the logical sequence of the doctrine taught by pseudo- 
Christians of to-day. For can any be found who will not readily grant that 
-the soul requires nourishment now as well as the body? And did not Christ 
explicitly state, in words too plain to admit of successful contortion, that 
“upon this rock (revelation) I will build my church?” (Matt. xvi, 17, 18) 
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And are on the Scriptures full of promise, that certain knowledge may be 
obtained, if the will of God be conformed with? “If any man will do his 
will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether I speak — 
of myself (John vii, 17), And can the will of God not be conformed with 
now, as well as 1,800 years ago? 

Now, certain knowledge can only be obtained through certain revelation, 
and we propose to show that it is absolutely impossible for the séctarian 
churches to obtain certain knowledge, holding the belief which they do. We 
can only obtain a knowledge, amounting to absolute certainty, through reve- 
lation, when the mind is capable of understanding from whence such know- | 
ledge comes. 

It is not necessary, as some erroneously suppose, that revelation. should 
appeal to the physical senses, for are not the great mathematical truths per- 

fectly certain, although entirely abstract? For instance, we know that a 
triangle has three angles. Now, a triangle is an entirely abstract entity. 
Yet it appeals to our reason, for our intelligence grasps the perception of it. 
If, however, we were at a loss to define a triangle—if, in other words, the 
mind were incapable of perceiving what a triangle really was, there could be 
no certainty about the statement that it contained three angles. 

The scienee of theology is not one whit less precise than that of mathe- 
matics, and there is no great truth contained in it which the mind is incapa- 
ble of perceiving. In it, as in mathematics, however, there is a starting point, 
and that is God the Eternal Father. God is intelligence, and likewise intelli- 
gible. If not intelligible, then there can be no certainty of knowledge, for 
how can we be sure of anything which comes from an unintelligible, incom- 
prehensible source? If we have not a clear and distinct perception of God, 
then the foundation of all certainty, all knowledge, is destroyed. To have 
such a clear perception does not of course imply that we can comprehend 
Him in His glory, for as our intellects are finite, we cannot comprehend that 
which is infinite. Nevertheless, perception of God is necessary and attainable. 
The idea of God prevalent among the various sects, of a Being without 
body, parts, or passions, is not only incapable of perception, but to our intelli- 
gence. is utterly ridiculous. Not being perceptible, it is impossible for the 
human intellect, under such circumstances, to attain any certainty, and thus 
it is that we find these jarring sects proclaiming that not only does continual 
revelation not exist, but that it is positively unnecessary. Not being able to 
obtain a perception of God, they cannot see why He should reveal Himself. 

The question may naturally be asked —how do we know that God reveals 
Himself? And how do we ascertain that of a certainty we are right? To 
this we reply that in matters whose truth depends not on the evidence of the 
things themseves, infallible testimony is the fullest and most convincing 
demonstration. Now there are certain ways whereby to know that a testi- 
mony is infallible. In the first place it is the duty of everyone who con- 
forms to the will of God to believe that God will reveal Himself, that He is 
a God of revelation. After this, revelation is assured in a certain manner 
and may be proved to be trus by the infallibility of Him who reveals all things. 
Neither knoweth any man the Father, save the Son, and he to whom- 
soever the Son will reveal him ” (Matt. xi, 27).

There can be no greater evidence that a testimony or revelation is infallible 
than that it is the testimony of God Himself. The Spirit of God in its work- 
ings upon the mind does not carry it on by any human impulse, but impresses 
it by a spiritual discovery of such a strong and persuasive nature to assent to 
what is revealed, that the mind readily gives the most firm adherence to that 
which it sees such convincing reason to believe. The strongest reason to 
believe, is the manifestation of the Spirit of God which is so clearly revealed 
to those who conform to God’s will that they not only firmly assent to the 
foundation of faith, viz., the veracity of an intelligible—because perceptible— 
God, but to each particular principle propounded, as a matter of certain 
revelation. And if the testimony we rely on be God’s and we are assured alike 
from the working of the Spirit and from natural reason that the testimony is 
infallible then the certainty of revelation does not fall one atom short of 
that in any mathematical demonstation. | 

The ancient pagan philosophers were greatly in advance of those whom the 
world to-day delights to call theologians, for we find Quintus Cicero in his 
work, De Naturz Deorum, says: If there be Gods and they do not reveal 
to men things to come it is either because they do not love them or they do 
not know themselves what shall come to pass. for as nothing 
is more noble than doing good and the Gods must needs know these things; 
therefore they may make known to others how to do good; and if they do 
make them known there must be some way whereby to know that they do 
so—else they beguile them to no purpose.” This is philosophy which puts to 
blush the learned theologians of to-day. So long, however, as men will refuse 
the light and be content to grope in the darkness of unbelief, priestcraft or 
superstition, so long is revelation impossible to them. They have lifted their 
voices against the glorious and heaven - inspiring gift of revelation ; they have 
denied the charter rights of the people of God; they have rebelled against 
the ministry of angels and the enjoyments of the gifts of vision and prophecy, 
and those other soul-ennobling privileges which accompany the glorious Gos- 
pél of the Son of God; they have repealed heaven’s laws, and in their pride 
have impeached the wisdom and the majesty of God Himself. But the glori- 

_ous light of revelation has been restored to earth once more and pulsating in 
the throbbing hearts of thousands of God’s sons and daughters stands as a last 
and mighty testimony that the wisdom of the wise has perished, and the 
understanding of the prudent is hid. | G. F. P. 


It is impossible for the Church of Christ to exist without the spirit of 
revelation. The knowledge of God is only obtainable by revelation. To 
know the only true God and Jesus Christ whom He sent is eternal life. This 
knowledge can only be obtained by a revelation from God. In the Everlasting 
Gospel the promise to all who accept of its conditions and obey its require- 
ments is that they shall KNow of the doctrine. The righteousness of God is 
revealed from faith to faith. The office of the Holy Spirit is to reveal the 
things of God to the Saints. The prophet Daniel proclaimed the God of 
Israel to be a God of revelation, one that revealeth secrets. The Apostle 
James testified if any lacked wisdom to ask or Gop, because He gave to all 
men liberally, and upbraided not, and it should be given them. Christ testi - 
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fied ask and ye shall receive, knock and it shall be opened unto you, seek and 
ye shall find. Every inspired servant of God has directed the people to com- 
municate with God and obtain from Him those evidences no man could 
give, because God is the only source from which we can obtain a knowledge 
of Himself. The Prophet Joseph Smith and every apostle and servant of 
God in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints exhort all people to 
worship the Living and True God, repent and be baptized that they may receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost, promising all who will accept of the eternal con- 
ditions of the Everlasting Gospel that they shall obtain the knowledge of God. 

They themselves having obtained it, and having a living testimony through 
the revelations of God to them, can safely advise others how to obtain the 
pearl of great price which they have found. 


DgaTH OF A VETERAN.—At the residence of his son, in West Weber, Weber 
County, Utah, January 27, 1890, William McFarland, sen., in his ninety-fifth 
year.

DEATH OF BISHOP STEWART. 
—0 


Ar three o'clock on the morning of 
March 15th, Bishop Isaac M. Stewart, 
of Draper, Salt Lake Count , depart- 
ed this life. The cause of his demise 
was kidney trouble. He had reached 
a ripe age, being in his seventy-fifth 


year. 
He was the son of Biekly Stewart, 
who fought under Washington in the 
Revolutio War, was born at 
Chesterfield, Burlington County, New 


Jersey, migrated in 1837 to Indiana, 
and the followin year removed to 
Peru, La Salle County, IIl., which 


was then merely an unimportant vill- 
age, and where he hel to make the 
first brick ever manufactured in that 
section of country. He also dug the 
first well at that place. In 1839 he 
removed to Adams County, married 
Mathilda J. Downs and first heard the 
fullness of the Gospel preached. He 
was baptized Feb. 13, 1842. Two 


years later (in the spring of 1844) he 
removed to Hancock County and 
joined a branch of the Church located 
on Bear Creek, about eighteen miles 
south-east of Nauvoo and eight miles 
east of Warsaw.
